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SORE EYES. 

N 1912 88,800 of the three-quarters of 
a million of New York City school 
children suffered from acute sore eyes 
and 15,245 were reported as having 


disease. Usually it is not cured. In the 
course of time those who have trachoma 
either become blind or else they see so 


day work. Furthermore, trachoma is a 
contagious disease. | 

Caring for these 51,000 afficted with 
contagious eye disorders was not a small 
task. Studying the situation carefully, 
the authorities came to the conclus'on 
that neither pink eye nor trachoma was 
spread in the schoolroom: the teachers’ 
supervision was enough to prevent the 
spread there. The worst place to catch 
trachoma was in the close contact of 
the large tenements. 

Excluding children from school for 
pink eye and trachoma did harm. The 
excluded children roamed the street at 
will, earrying infection to all who came 
m contact with them for the fourteen 
to sixteen waking hours, instead of the 
eight to ten hours otherwise spent out of 


After studying the situation Dre, Wi- 
liams and Sholly decided that the proper 
plan was to force children with sore eyes 
to go to school. Special provision for 
treating their eyes was made. A special 


ophthalmia school was started. Wash 
bowls, towels, and all other toilet ar- 


| rangements to prevent the spread of con- 


tagion were installed.

The advantages of the plan were these: 
The children were kept in school; the 
spread of the disease was stopped and 
nearly all the cases were cured.

One of the first lessons learned was for 
the physicians. They found that most 
of the so-called trachoma is not tracho- 
ma. In the 4,07 cases there were but 120 
cases of trachoma; eighty of these had to 
be operated on. 

They cured 75 per cent of the trachoma 
cases. One thousand of them were cases 


well, of course. They would have got well 
in ordinary schools. 

There were 8,000 cases of granular lids, 
most of which were called trachoma. 
Careful bacteriological exarg’nation of 
these cases showed that they were due to 
the bacillus which caused pink eye and 
not to that which caused trachoma. 

Under good treatment tn schools by the 
phyeicians and nurses, 98 per cent of 
these recovered. The time required aver- 
aged a little less than a schoo! year. 

We ail remember the old granular lids. 
It was an obstinate condition, slow to 
heal. Many cases did not get well. It is 
a relief to know that these were not cases 
of the dread trachoma.

INFANT MORTALITY IN BIG 
CIrIES. 

P. E. T. writes: During the yeat 1014 
140,647 living births occurred in New York 
and 18.812 deaths under one year were 
recorded, thereby giving Greater New 
York an infant death rate of 4.6. There 
has been a remarkable decrease in deaths 
within the last three years of children tn 
the age groups of one to two years and 
two to five years. I have not the com 
pleted 1914 figures, but have the Ofty- 
two weeks ending Dec. 25, showing a re- 
duction of 812 in the actual number of 


deaths in the age group from one to two 


years and a reduction of 824 in the deaths 
from two to five years over 1913. 

New York’s weekly health bulletin of 
Aug. 29 makes an Interesting comparison 


ot the decrease in these age groups, which 
would seem to be a good answer to some 


of the critics who believe this baby sav- 
ing proposition is one of postponing the 
death of the weak. 

Public and private agencies In New 
York responsible for inaugurating and 


carrying out a great educational am- 


paign feel now like announcing to the 
world that Greater New York is really a 
great big health resort for babies. It is 
not, however, as good a place as it might 
be, and we are going to improve it during 
1915, because we have a commissioner 
who has a real backbone, and a public 
press and a public opinion really inter- 
ested in having the 1915 infant death rate 
below ninety. How about Chicago?

In 1914 the number of deaths of babies under 
1 year of age in Chicago was 6.008. 4 decrease 
of 12 Deaths between 1 and 2 were 1,483, 4 
decrease of 200.

Chicago, Jan. 16.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.)—For ten years an active part has 
been taken by many of Chicago’s best 
known women, headed by Mrs. Theo- 
dore Thomas, in the movement to 
raise money for a relief or pen- 
sion or mutual benefit fund for mem- 


‘bers of the orchestra by giving concerts 


whose proceeds should form the nucleus 
of such a fund. Four concerts were 
given, the net proceeds of which were 
over $15,000, but im the councils of the 
trustees, it ia credibly stated, objections 
were raised to the formation of such a 
society and the movement was aban- 
doned. } : 

Many of the players, then young, are 
now middle aged, and their desire for 
such a fund has, very naturally, i» 
creased. They look abroad and see their 
confréres of the Boston Symphony or- 
chestra enjoying the benefits of such a 
society, now eleven years old, and de- 
sire to use some of the features of this 
society’s plan in forming theirown. But 
they want to organize now. , 

The members do not ask of our or- 
chestra’s trustees any contribution in a 
money way; they only ask that the busi- 
ness organization of the orchestral asso- 
clation shall take care of the fund 
moneys when paid in by members, as 
membership fees or monthly dues or by 
the public as the proceeds of benefit con- 
certs, and pay out the moneys to which 
members, by the bylaws to be adopted, 
shall be entitled from the fund. 

It is difficult to account for the refusal, 
or at least continued reluctance, of the 
trustees and the musical director to sanc- 
tion and help along the proposed move- 
ment. Such a movement was approved 
by the great founder of the orchestra; 
his wish for it was as earnest as his wish 
for a permanent home for the orchestra. 
The great public of music lovers would 
like to know ea thing or two; will not the 
trustees enlighten them?

Ik, therefore, the law 
deprive them of a coat they are to yield 
it up. If the law go further and deprive 
them of their cloak they are still to be 
nonresistant, but submit with good grace, 
knowing that hereunto they were called. 
Be it noted that neither coat nor cloak 
was to be given up merdly upon demand, 
but only after the law, justly or unjustly, 
had so decreed. Similarly with respect to 
the compulsory walking of a mile: the 
Christian is not to submit himself to 
every whim of everybody, but, seeking to 
do God's will, he is to/ go about his own 
business, unless the opposition to him 
amount to a compelling. And this under 
ordinary circumstances would mean a 
legal compelling; for the protection of the 
laws of the land im which he lives may 


ore and kings.

Everything that comes to these Chri- 
tians, or that they possess by nature. is 
considered a thing of God, because in be- 
coming Christ's followers they made a 
full consecration of their wills—ther all 
to God. Hence from that moment for- 
ward they ate stewards of their time, 
their talent, their influence, their proper- 
ty, their all. According to their ure of 
this stewardship will be the Master's 
commendation of them as represented tn 
the parable; Whether many talents are 
possessed or few. the commendation is 
to those who have been faithful in their 
use, not for self-aggrandizement or show 
or worldly accumulatione of treasure, but 
for assisting others and themeelves to 
know and to Go the Divine Win. 

Christians are to ‘lend, hoping for 
nothing in return.” and not. ae the world, 
merely be willing to do good and lend to 
those who would do as much or more in 
return. Chrietiane are thus to filustrate 
the fact that they have been begotten of 
Cod, that they have His Holy Spirit and 
disposition, and that it ie shming out 
more and more fn word and conduct as 
they grow itn character Nkeness to the 
Lord Jesus. 

Christians are not to goto war. Their 
fieht is not with carnal weapons. but 
with “the Sword of the Spirit, which ts 
the Word of God —tbe most powerful 
weapon known. This does not signify 
that they may not put belts upon their 
doors to prevent robbery. nor that they 
may not call for police protection. for 
this they pay for in taxation and are en 
titled to according to the laws of the 
world. They may not claim of their own 
nation anything more then an alien might 
claim. Indeed, Christians are styled 
aliens, strangers. so far as the present 
government of the worl is concerned. 
Their citizenship, according to the Bible, 
is the Heavenly one, into which they wih 
fully enter when they shall have shared 
the Chief Resurrection. 


No Christian Nations, 

The Bible knowe nothing of Christian 
nations or of a Christian world The 
Bible puts the Christian as separate and 
distinct from the world and from all na- 
tions. Christians are a people by them- 
selves in the same sense that the Jews 
ere. Te area Royal Priesthood, a holy 
nation, a peculiar people - people for 
& purpose. (1 Peter 2:0.) The term 
“ Christian nations” comes from a seri- 
ous doctrinal error which crept ind the 
Church about 800 A. D. At that time 
Pope Leo III. began to nize as Chris- 
tian nations all nations 1 recognized 
his Pontificate. The custom is still in 
vogue amongst both Protestants and 
Catholics, but it is wholly wrong. 

A Christian conscripted to the army or 
the navy would de subject to the powers 
that de“ and, obeying the Master's 
words, would go, as in Matthew 5:41, 
* Whosoever shalt compel thee, go." The 
Christian compelled to enter the army or 
the navy might properly request service 
as a noncombatant in the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department or in the Hospital De- 
pertment; but if required to kill, he is to 
obey God rather than man, and not kill. 
He may comply with his orders to the 
extent of going into the trenches and 
being shot at, but no further. 

Is it urged that such a view of Chrie- 


tienity would wreck our present civiliza- . 
tion? Wereply that nothing in the Bible 


unplies that our-civilization ie Christian 


or that the Lord ever expected it to be. 


Christian. God's time for saving the 
world from sin and weakness has not 
come. The present le merely the time 
calling, finding, testing, and delivering 
the Elect. These, when glorified, will 
constitute Meseiah’s Kingdom, and with 
Him will be empowered fully with spir- 
itval control for the government of the 
entire world. Then will come the time 
for the enlightenment, yor and bless- 
ing of the whole world of mankind—the 
non-elect.

dental to the establishment of God's glo- 
rious Kingdom under Messiah, for which 
we pray, Thy Kingdom come.”

Statistics 
sell us that all the Inhabitants of Italy 
are Christians, that more than 99 per cent 
of the population of Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Belgium, ¢tc., are 
Christians, and that the total number of 
Christians thus reckoned is nearly five 
hundred milfons. Surely it ie time that 
iubteHigent people realize that some great 
mistake has been madd and that more 
than 98 per cent of these Chrietians make 
no f N 


Jesus Christ in every denomination. 
They have been out of accord generally 
with the great leaders of the church sye- 
tems, as well as with the world’s political 
leaders. The world does not yet appre- 
clate that the Church of Christ le com- 
posed exclusively of those who have made 
a covenant with the Lord through faith 
in the precious bleed, who have been be- 
gotten of the Holy Spirit, and who are 
seeking to walk in the footateps of Jesus.

Mrs. B. E. Bradley is superintendent 
of the werkroom as well as instructor 
in sewing. The women girls spend 
most of thelr time working on baby 
clothes which are given to needy women 
ot the neighborhood. According to Mrs. 
Bradley, the cost of each set is 62. 

We want to do mending for the 
women who have not time or the ability 
to do it themselves,” said Mrs. Bradley. 
“We make reasonable charges, and I 
will guarantee, the quality of the work. 
Few of the girls here are skilled seam- 
stresses, but they can 0 plain sewing 
well enough. . 

cas We * tat any wonten who have 
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simple work to do should bring it to us. 
Most of our girls are married. They are 
the sole support of large families, 
many cases. Either their husbands can 
work, or thereis no work for them 

Most of the women who come here 
to sew leave their children downstairs in 
the nursery. They are paid regardless of 
the amount of work they do.“
